ALT LAKE CITY, UTAH, May

# is the judgment of so well posted an authority as | 
Harvey Firestone that tire prices will be reduced 10 or 15 | 
per cent. in three months and possibly sooner. Already 
some manufacturers are feeling the reduction in production | 
costs through the ending of the British rubber monopoly 
and this may result in a sudden reduction on the part of cer- 
tain companies. 

We must remember in this connection, however, that it | 
will be three months before important supplies of rubber 
are marketed here at prices reflecting exactly the lifting | 
of the restrictions throughout the British colonies. In the| 
meantime the tire companies have on hand supplies of. rub- 
ber bought at higher prices. Naturally they want to use 
up this on-hand supply at prices consonant with its cost. | 
It may be necessary for some of the tire companies to absorb | 
some of the cost of this higher-priced rubber. 

The point for dealers to remember is that there must be| 
a period of greater or less length during which the adjust-| 
ment must be made bétween old rubber supplies and those | 
that will come on the market relieved of the impost of the | 
British rubber restrictions. The relief in lower priced | 
crude rubber cannot be felt immediately in the retail price | 
of tires. From now on dealers will probably encounter cus- | 
tomers who want to know why tires have not been reduced | 
in price. The answer with due explanation is not yet but} 
soon. |

AN FRANCISCO, May 14.—The | 

new home of the San Fran- | 
cisco branch of the General Mo- 
tors Truck Company, located on 
the northwest corner of 5th and | 
Folsom Streets, & on one of the 
main truck arteries in San Fran- 
cisco and within three blocks of 
what is claimed to be the busiest 
corner of San Francisco, in the 
heart of the truck district. 

This building has a frontage of | 
160 feet on 5th Street and 270 feet | 
on Folsom Street, with three street | 
entrances, allowing for easy entrance 
and exit. Skylights and windows 
provide daylight to the major por- | 
tion of the entire building. 

The layout was supervised by H 
T. Hickey, general manager of the |

poration. This new enterprise of | 
General Motors has been formed to | 
provide housing accommodations of | 
the most modern design and con- 
struction for the vast sales organi- 
zation of General Motors through- 
out the United States. 

The building comprises approxi- 
mately 40,000 square feet of floor 
Space and was erected at a cost, 
cluding land and equipment, of 
about $300,000. It is devoted entirely 
to sales and service of all products 
manufactured by the General Mo- 
tors Truck Company. 

All departments serving the public 
have been located conveniently ac- 
cessible and co-ordinated with other 
departments in such a manner that 
the plan of operation will function 
with utmost efficiency. 

The building is of steel and con- 
crete construction with clear spans 
of 65 feet in storage areas and 75 
feet in repair areas. All aisleways 
are 25 and 30 feet, allowing a very 
easy ingress and egress of cars 
into their respective working stalls. 
Artificial stone, concrete and ran- 
dom colors of face brick have been 
used in the exterior treatments of 
the building. The interior mate- 
rials and design of the building are 
the very latest and equipment has 
been installed by special engineers, 
including the most modern labor- 
saving devices.

S THE time payment idea spreads:from product to 
product and from industry to industry, the need for 
care in recording payments and making prompt collections | 


becomes more urgent. 





It is good policy to carry in mind the

thought that the man who owes you money usually owes | 


money to some one else, too. 


there is every possibility that he

The belated payment has caused 
more failures than any one thing 
in the installment selling business. 
Hence it is necessary for the busi- 
ness selling on the deferred pay- 
ment plan to pay particular at- 
tention to the records of custom- 
ers, and to the proper follow-up 
on due dates. 

The Kullman Jones Tire Company 
of Wichita, Kan. has adopted a 
fool proof system for collection fol- 
low-up. When the principals of this 
company decided to sell tires on de- 
ferred payments they recognized the 
need for the certain definite infor- 
mation. . 

First, they wanted to be sure of 
the credit of the purchaser. Sec- 
ond, they wanted a plan whereby 
due dates were signaled and 
whereby a record could be kept of 
collection letters sent. Third, they 
needed a charted record by which 
to route the collectors whom they 
employed. 

After much search they decided 
upon the visible system of record 
keeping in which the record cards 
are kept in pockets, each pocket

above, s 


extending beyond the pocket 
mediately before it. This leaves a 
visible margin which is covered with 


a transparent celluloid tip in which | 


signals are placed. 

A reproduction of the record card 
of the Kullman Jones Tire Company 
as it appears in its pocket is shown 
at the top of this page as illus- 
tration No. 1. We see on the visible 
margin (1) the name of the custo- 
mer and his address. Beneath this 
information are the numbers from 1 
to 31. To the right of this we see 
the numbers 1, 2, 3, 4. 

From this we can see that the 
name is filed alphabetically. This 
makes it easy to locate ahy cus- 
tomer by merely pulling out a 
Slide of the cabinet which con- 
tains the cards, as shown in the 
Ulustration No. 2, above. Over the 
number 16 we see a signal. This 
means that on the sixteenth of the 
month the customer must make a 
payment. This signal shows also 
how frequently the payment is 
made- Blue signals mean that it 
is a weekly account, purple a 
monthly account and yellow a 
semi-monthly account. A signal 
over number 1 on the right, will

which the cards are arranged gives a visible record of accounts with- 
out turning the card or removing it from the slide.

A signal over number 2 shows 
that two reminders have been sent. 

Thus we have, without turning a| 
card, all the information necessary | 
for collecting promptly from any | 
customer. We have a plan for rout- | 
ing the collectors. We know at a/| 
glance just when to exert pressure | 
upon a delinquent account. 

But the record has a double 
value. In addition to its merits | 
as a follow-up on payments it con- | 
stitutes a credit record. Above the 
visible margin we see the postings 
showing the standing of the ac- 
count- We learn what make of car 
the customer owns. 

We can know in a split second 
who the references of the customer 
are and how he came to buy from 
Kullman Jones Company. 

Thus with a minimum of time 
and effort Kullman Jones collects 
its bills promptly. A clerk goes 
over the files in a few minutes 
each morning and pulls out cards 
for the collectors. He lists names 
for reminders. He posts pay-

| Particularly during the time that 
the first few collections are to be 
made is it important to impress

| business, such delinquencies are apt 
| to cause trouble. 

The system described, even 
though it serves for tires, can serve 
equally well for any type of busi- 
ness selling on deferred payments. 
It has been working successfully for 
Kullman Jones and with the proper 
variations it will work for others.

Salesmen Use Phone to 
Sell Housewives 


New Car Ideas 


SBURY PARK, N. J., 
May 14.—“Blind sell- 

ing, with eyes wide open,” is 
|the slogan for a sales cam- 
paign, adopted recently by the 
Asbury Park Durant Com- 
|pany. The method employed 
|is by the use of the telephone. 
‘Each salesman, during the 
afternoon hours, takes ten 
names of _ residential tele- 
phone owners, and gives the 
party answering, which is 
usually the housewife at that 


hour, a solicitation on the 
merits of the Durant auto- 
mobile. 


According to E. V. Hughes, gen- 
eral manager of Asbury Park 
Durant, Inc., one salesman closed 
sales for four Durant cars during 
the first week of the campaign. 

“One of our competitors uses what 
is called a ‘cold canvass,’ whereby 
his salesmen go from door to door 
in residential districts,” said Hughes, 
“but while the plan had some merit 
and secured some result, the sales- 
men resented the method of solici- 
tation because of the rebuffs and 
refusals met with. We conceived our 
‘blind selling’ idea from the popu- 
larity most radio announcers hold in 
many households. 

“This thought, along with the 
fact that at the hour we call, the 
housewife is at ease, is somewhat 
lonesome and is willing to talk. 
Considering that the housewife 
usually dominates when the pur- 
chase of a new automobile is to be 
decided, we feel that with our in- 
troduction of the suggestion to buy 
to the housewife, we have covered 
a good deal of the groundwork 
toward the actual closing of the 
deal. 

“The salesmen because of the re- 
sults already attained are thoroughly 
sold on the plan, and have entered 
the campaign with great enthusiasm- 
Occasionally we meet with a rebuff, 
but in the great majority of calls 
made we gather information from 
the housewife regarding the motor 
car situation in her particular 
household that we know would be 
impossible to get through any other 
source. Furthermore we occasion- 
ally get a tip or lead to call some 
friend of the person we are talking 
to, as it is known that that friend 
is contemplating the purchase of a 
new car.”

“W’D LIKE to ask fellow boosters what they think of the

the possible exception of certain 
dealers. Why, we have men right 
here in this New York club that 
have been forced out of mighty good 
jobs by this action on the part of 
the car manufacturer, and if you 
think this sounds like an overdrawn 
statement, they'll tell you. 

“The attitude of the car manu- 
facturer is what makes me smile. 
It’s too hypocritical for a child to 
swallow. He claims he goes into 
the accessory end of the business 
to lower sales resistance for his 
dealers; but how true is that? 
Of course, it may be true, despite 
the fact that he buys his equip- 
ment at a remarkably low price, 
and yet his judgment in the mat- 
ter can be questions, because many 
prospective purchasers are not at 
all impressed with the equipment 
he supplies and want the standard 
equipment with which they are | 
familiar. 

“They don’t care for the bumper, | 
or they have no faith in the type of | 
windshield wiper supplied, and they 
know that for a few dollars they can | 
buy a much better tire carrier. In| 
cases like this, and they are not in| 
any sense isolated, the equipment 
becomes just so much added sales | 
resistance. 

“The average dealer, jobber and 
road man believe that the car man- 
ufacturer’s real reason for selling 
equipment is because he thinks he} 
makes money by so doing. What's 
your opinion? I think he loses 
money on lost car sales.”

The following 
year electric horns of the electro- 
magnetic type, were introduced by 
Neistadt and Vesta. Presto air tanks 
for inflating tires were handled by 
the jobbers during the same year. 

CAME THE SPEEDOMETER 

Although a speedometer was in- 
troduced in the late '90’s by Jones, 
and the Warner magnetic type in 
1905, the Stewart was introduced 
by Stewart & Clark with an odo- 
meter on the outside in about 1907. 
In the same yeat Warner brought 
out the combination speedometer 
and clock. 

Speaking of glaring headlights 
and means for reducing or elimi- 
nating same, England is credited 
with being the first country to 
conduct scientific tests to eliminate 
glare.
